Richard Xewcombe, district

torney who made the announcement,

meditated (-rime 
in history ot the | 
New York police department. 
The most startling part of G ray’s, 
confession, as told by Xewcombe, 
was where he said that Mrs. Snyder 
helped him with the actual murder. 
In this confession, Gray said 
he

where he lay on the bed in 
deep 
slumber— (Snyder had been drink­ 
ing)-—and Gray pounded him on the 
head with the w e a p o n .

Gray said, he tried to tie tin* 
dead ,

Mrs. Snyder impatiently tackled the 
job and completed it, lie continued, 
while he bound tin* ieet. 
Gray, who is 35, a smiling, well- 
dressed business unan, told how 
he 
and Mrs. Snyder had been 
lovers. 
She is 32, a pleasure-loving, 
good- 
looking blond married to a man a 
dozen years her senior. 
“ The murder was done by 
pre- 
arrangem ent and was a s c o l d - b l o o d ­ 
ed as we originally conceived it

be,” the district attorney said. 
“ All the details were pre-arranged 
by correspondence. The motive was 
the $25,(HM) insurance on Snyder’s! 
life, and Mrs. Snyder’s threat to ex- j 
pose G ray’s relations with her to his 
wife unless he helped h er.” 
Before leaving Syracuse, 
Gray 
had "prepared bis “ perfect alibi” bv 
writing letters to bis wife, bis

plovers and to

arranging to have them mailed after 
bis departure.

continued tonight to rage through 
the Chapei native district.

international settlement lying near 
Chapei. 


The settlement, as midnight aip- 


proached was tense .but quiet despite 
the atmosphere of seige. 


Casualties were mounting late to- 


night as fighting continued in the 
Chapei district. All British posts 
were doubled. The authorities feared 
the Cantonese as well as the irres.- 
ponsible mobs which were parading 
death through the native areas. An 
intensive armored car patrol was 
maintained. 


Altogether, 1,700 disarmed north- 


erners entered the settlement. It was 
presumed that the remaining 300 
had been 'captured by the Canton- 
ese. 


Northern Chinese soldiers 
today 


stormed the gates of the internation- 
al settlement in the vicinity of the 
north station, rushed past a handful 
of: white British soldiers into'Ran- 
ger road and then engaged the Bri- 
tish in -brief battle.

ASHINGTON—There are many 
•wheels -within wheels involved 


In the bickering and dissatisfaction 
among the foreign service person- 
nel at home and abroad, which have 
reached a high point with the in- 
cipient revolt of consular officers 
against social favoritism in the pro- 
motion system. 


One of the most interesting bits 


of gossip about the State Depart- 
tnent tells of a feud between Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and Under- 
secretary Joseph C. Grew. When 
Kellogg is away, Grew takes charge, 
but when Kellogg returns to his job 
be totally ignores Grew, according 
to some members of the department 
personnel. 


Some of the service men refer to 


the'situation as a "sitting match" 
between the two inen, believing 
that Kellogg doesn't want to re- 
sign lest Grew obtain control and 
perhaps succeed him, and that 
Grew .has been doggedly fighting 
appointment as ambassador to 
Turkey or some .other post because 
of his desire to remain in a posi- 
tion of authority over all embassies 
and legations. 


Division in Department 


Thus there is an apparent divi- 


sion among the assistant secre- 
taries., with Grew and J. Butler 
Wright playing the game together, 
Robert E. Olds, who inspired the 
famous "Mexican-fostered bolshe- 
vlst hegemony" story, on Kellogg's 
team and Wilbur J. Carr supposedly 
upholding the cause of his consular 
service. 


But the men of the foreign ser- 


vice are not as interested in this 
alleged fight higher-up as they are 
in their own—the wrangle over 
charges that the higher classes of 
service are being filled with men of 
• wealth and high social ratings. 


They indignantly point to various 


specific cases of men in "the inner 
circle" who, they say, are certainly 
men of wealth and social accom- 
plishments even if they have not 


actually been preferred for that 
reason. 
Hugh R. Wilson, new minister t« 


Berne, who has ranked as a-coun- 
selor of the embassy in Class,! at 
59000 a year while serving, as hea4 
of .the DivUion of Current Informa- 
tion, is described as a former 
•wealthy Chicago merchant who has. 
reached the top after 15 years' ser- 
vice at the age of'42. Wilson is the 
youngest man of the 23 In his class 
In point of service and has always 
been in the diplomatic branch, 
which is preferred by young men 
of means and "social background." 


' Related to the Morgans 
William R. Castle, new assistant 


secretary of state, is described as 
of the Castle Hawaiian sugar 
family. He has been chief of the 
Division of Western 
European 


affairs. 
Grew, himself, is related 


by marriage to the Morgans. 


Alexander Kirk, assistant to 


Grew, at $7000, is described as a 
member of the Kirk soap family. 
His son-in-law, Alan F. Winslow, 
now en route to Mexico City as 
secretary of embassy, is said to 
have been promoted at least three 
times since the Rogers Act became 
law in 1924. Winslow entered the 
service in 1919 at $2500 and in a 
little more than eight years has 
worked to s. job that now pays 
$7000—an astonishing jump for 
government work. 
Francis White, the new assistant 


secretary of state, after 12 years of 
service, is also described as a man 
of means. J. Theodore Marriner, 
coming here to succeed Castle, Is 
described as another "inner circle" 
man with a penchant for plum- 
picking on a present basis of but 
eight years' service. He is a Class 
IV man at J6000. 


Franklin Mott Gunther. head of 


the Mexican Division, of 18 years' 
service, and slated for an assistant 
secretaryship, is also credited with 
being a wealthy man. He is known 
as "the only man who retained his 
valet at Harvard." ' 


Of course, it is to be remembered 


also that many . of the minister* 
and 
ambassadors 
now 
serving 


abroad are also men of great 
means and that most of them have 
made substantial political co&trit.ii- 
lions.

HAD BUILT UP AN ALIBI 


New York, March 22—<U.R>—The 


"perfect murder" of Albert Snydsr 
art editor of the magazine 
Motor 


Boating, was solved today. 


Police announced they had 
ob- 


tained a confession from 
Harold 


Judd Gray, corset salesman, 
that 


he and Mrs. Snyder had plotted the 
murder; that he beat Snyder with a 
sash weight, chloroformed him and 
made death triply sure by garrotiug 
him with picture wire. 


Hit-hard Newcombe, district 
at- 


torney who made the announcement, 
called the murder the coldest 
lire- 


meditated crime 
in history 'of the 


Xew York police department. 


The most startling patf of Gray's 


confession, as told by Xewcombc, 
was where he said that Mrs. Snyder 
helped him with the actual murder. 


In this confession, Gray said he 


and Mrs. Snyder ajiproached Snyder 
where he lay on the bed in deep 
slumber—(Snyder had been drink- 
ing)—an(l Gray pounded him on the 
Lead with the weapon. In his excite- 
ment he dropped it^he said, 
and 


Mrs. Snyder picked it up and hit 
her husband. 


After that, Gray continued, both 


poured chloroform on bits of 
(tot- 


ton and 
thrust it into 
Snyder's 


mouth and nose. 
' 
After picture wire had been fast- 


ened about Snyder's throat 
ami 


knotted at the base of the brain, 
Gray said, he tried to tie the dead 
man's hands with a necktie but -was 
so nervous he was unable to do so. 
Mrs. Snyder impatiently tackled the 
job and completed it, he continued, 
while he bound the feel. 


-Gray, who is :|5, a smiling, well- 


dressed business (man, told how he 
and Mrs. Snyder^iad been 
lovers. 


She is 32, a pleasure-loving, good- 
looking blond married to a man a 
dozen years her senior. 


"The murder was done by prc- 


arrangcment and was as cold-blood- 
ed as we originally conceived it 
to 


be," the district attorney said. 


"All the details 'were pre-arranged 


by correspondence. The motive was 
the $25,000 insurance on Snyder's 
life, and Mrs. Snyder's threat to ex- 
pose Gray's relations with her tp his 
wife unless he helped her." 
i Before leading Syracuse, 
Gray 


had'prepared his ''perfect alibi" by 
writing letters to his wife, his em- 
ployers and'to Mrs. Snyder, and 
arranging to have them mailed after 
his departure.
